An application has been made by the Wiak- 
low County Board of Health for a joan -of 
£2,505, to be expended in erecting ten houses 
under the Labourers Acts for the housing of 
persons whose dwellings have been destroyed 
at the North Beach, Greystones, by - coast 
erosion, caused: by storms during the past 
twelve months | 

Mr. T. Strahan, Inspector.to the Ministry 
for Local Government ‘and Public ‘Health; 
held a sworn inquiry yesterday in the Public 
Library, Greystones, into this application. 

Mr. J, H. McCarroll, solicitor,- appeared 
for the Wicklow County Board of Mealth. 

Miss Deverell, Barrister-at-Law, instructed 
by Mr. J. M. Mager, solicitor, appeared 
for several -abjectors—Mr.. William Archer, 
Miss Good, Miss Scott and Mrs.’ Daunt. 

Mr. McCarroll said ‘that the scheme was 
prepared by the Board of Health, on the 
suggestion of the Ministry, and practically 
under an arrangement made by the Wicklow 
County Council, ‘after the destruction .of the 
houses. Some ° difficulty was felt by the 
Government in the matter of passing an Act; 
that would cope with the urgency that had 
arisen, but in the Housing Act of 1929 special 
provision was made for the erection ‘of houses 
to replace dwellings that had been destroyed 
by coastal erosion. Consequently, while the 
Board of Health had promoted, this scheme 
under the Labourers Acts, the County 
Council were promoting a. utility 
scheme for the former . occupiers “of 
other houses, not more than thirteen, whose 
dwellings had since been destroyed by the 
sea. The promoters of both schemes had 
selected sites on the land of Mr. Mark Garr, 
at Greystones. 

The site for the labourers’ cottages was to 
bo acquired by agreement from Mr. Garr for 
£250. with £5. off in hen of rent, it 
measured four acres two. roods and five 
perches. 

RENT OF 3s. 6d. PER WEEK. 

Mr. Patrick Sheehan, Secretary to the 
Board of Health, said that the cost of build. 
ing, including land, feneing, é@tc!, would be 
£336 10s. per. hoúse. The ‘vent would be 
ós. 6d. per week, and the loss on the first 
year would he £303 1s, on the whole acheme, 
or 24d. in the £. This loss -wouldsbe re- 
duced annually until the loan, which they 
proposed to acquire from the National Bank 
for ten years, had been wiped out, They 
hoped to get from the Government a grant of. 
£80 per cottage.. The estimated cost, of the 
scheme was £5,365. 

Mr. G.° O'Byrne, Engineer, who gave 
evidence, in replying to Miss: Deverell, 
said that the houses would cost Jess to con-' 
struct on Fox’s land at -Coolagad*than on 
Carr’s land. i ' 

Miss Deverell! coutended ‘that if these: 
houses were erected on Carr’s land they 
would interfere with the amenities of other 
existing houses. They would also depreciate 
the vaiue of these other properties, and -pre- 
vent the letting of them to summer -visitors. 
Miss Good, who owned ** Knockrath.’’ had 
a nursing home, in which nérvous cases were 
treated: such cases required quiet surround- 
ings. Ihe people she was objecting for did 
not, want, labourers’ cottages erected.on that 
frontage. Fox's land was only 350 yards 
away. Her clients had no objection, to the 
Public Utihty houses being built on Carr’s 
site. : ! 

Miss Good and Mr. Wm. Archer . gave 
evidence in support of .the objectors.

large selection of articles of medieval art,

RELIEF, ~ 


SCHEME OF FOOD 
TICKETS TO BEGIN 
NEXT WEEK, 


- 


On Monday next the administrators of the 
Dublin Poor Relief Act will commence the 
distribution of tickets to applicants for assist- 
ance under that measure whose cases have 
been passed by Dr. Dwyer, City Commis- 
sioner. - There are fourteen districts to be 
dealt. with, and it is expected that the work 
in conection with .these.can be got through 
bet ween poner and Friday. 

When an /rish Times representative visitea 
the Relief Act Office in South William street, 
Dublin, yesterday, he found the chief inspec- 
tors, Messrs. Smith and Corway, busy check- 
ing applications from men who consider they 
are entitled to ‘relief. Up to yesterday the 
tetal number of applications received was 
5.987. The number of forms, filled and 
returned was 3,380. The number already in- 
vestigated by inspectors was 3,295, while the 
number passed for relief was 1,930. The 
balance,, 1,365, have been postponed for 
further inquiries, 

Every care is being taken by the ‘investi- 
gators to provide assistance wherever it is 
needed, and: at the same time: to prevent the 
citizens from being saddled with the upkeep 
of able-bodied men who are unemployed 
because telry have never worked and never 
will. All that the investigators are concerned 
with is the amount of an, applicant’s income, 
and how long he. has been unemployed. 


THE ‘ NEVER-WORKS.” 

Some of the applicants have, according to 
their own statements, mever worked at any- 
thing, and yet they say they are unemployed 
because they “cannot. get work,” . There 
are also such cases as that of a man who 
was employed at munition work in 1918, but 
not for the last twelve years.‘ The majority 
of the applicants ‘have never been at any 
work whatever. 

The object of the administrators of the Poor 
Relief Act is to afford: sufficient assistance to 
keep the applicant and his family from star- 
vation.. It.is. not intended to give such 
assistance as will tempt applicants to remain 
on the list. 

Ratepayers themselves can, do much to 
prevent abuse by reporting cases in which 
they know that applicants are in receipt of 
incomes which bring them outside the Act. 
Already some cases of this sort have been 
notified to the inspectors. 

Questioned as to the risk of foodstuff prices 
being raised when the relief. cards are pre- 
sented at retail shops, our representative was 
informed that precautions will be taken 
against this by a comparison of prices at 
different shops. Asa rule, there is no general 
tendency on the part of shopkeepers to over- 
charge in the case of food supplied under 
relief schemes, a’ very fair average being 
maintained. : 

It is not yet possible to estimate what the 
scheme will cost. That cannot be done with 
any accuracy until the scheme has been in 
operation pa | few weeks.

FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS. 

As regards the, future, Mr. Rodgers said 
that they had expectations of many develop- 
ments.

phones; greater development in rural areas; 
doubling the existing 22,500 stations within

Mr. Rodgers added that a trans-Atlantic 
telephone cable to connect the two hem- 
stheres with ‘stations at Westport, County 
Mavo, in Ireland, and at Newfoundland was 
in' the course of construction. From West- 
port, he understood, connection would. be 
eXtended underground and by sea to London 
via Belfast, Stranraer. and Glasgow, and 
from Newfoundland by way of Nova Scotia 
to New York.

the register, but who are no longer gualified. 
«The lists can be inspected at Post Offices, 
Garda Siochana barracks, etc., and at the 
office of the registration oflicer. A persov 
who wishes to find out whether he is re- 
gistered should ‘first of all look at List Al 
under, the particular street or townland in 
which he lives, or in‘ which he occupies. busi- 
ness premises. If his name is on the. existing 
register, he should make certain that it is 
not on List C—'' Persons no longer guahfied.

the Irish Free State relating to an action 
by the appellants against the Bray Urban 
District Council for alleged infringement 
of copyright. : 
The chief question to be decided is 
whether the Copyright Act, 1911. was in 
iorce at the date of the alleged infringe- 
ment in the Irish Free State. The action 
arose out of the Council (respondents) 
allowing two musical selections, entitled 
‘Venus on Earth “” and ‘ Lilac Time,” 
to be played on their bandstand on the 
Esplanade at Bray without the permission 
of the appellants. The trial judge found 
in favour of the Society, but his decision 
was reversed by the Supreme Court of the 
Irish Free State. | 


EFFECTS OF THE TREATY. , 

The case showed that the matters in 
dispute depended upen the effects of the 
Treaty between Great Britain and Ireland, 
the Constitution of the Irish Free State, 
the enactments consequent thereon, and 
upon the validity and effect of, certain 
sections of the Commercial and Industrial 
Property (Protection) Act, 1927. The 
action was begun in September, 1926, a 
month after the performances complained 
of. 

Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C., and Mr. S$. O. 
Henn Collins appeared for the appellants, 
the respondents being represented by Mr, 
rT. S&S. I Battersby, MC; Mr. A. A. 
Dickie, K.C.; and Mr. C. 8. Campbell, 
all members of the Irish Free State Bar. 
Solicitors for the appellants were Messrs. 
Syrett and Sons, London, and Mr. D. H. 
Charles, LL.B., Dublin: and for the re- 
spondents Messrs. Burchells, London, and 
Mr. J. M. Magee, Bray. 


APPELLANTS’ SUBMISSION. 

Mr. Bevan now resumed his arguments 
in support of the case for the appellants. 
He submitted that the judgment appealed 
from yas wrong. and that the order of the 
Court of first instance ought to be re- 
stored, for the reasons that the Copyright 
Act, 1911, was in force in the Irish Free 
State at all material times, and that the 
repeal of the Copyright Act, 1911, by the 
Commercial and Industrial Property (Pro- 
tection) Act, 1927, as from December 6th, 
1921, was in contravention of the Con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State, ultra 
vires, and of no effect.

MISSING MAN’S MOVEMENTS. 

As a result of a conversation which or 
representative had with the missing man’s 
nephew, if now is possible to form an 
idea as to the movements of the missing 
man on Christmas Day, when he started 
on his rounds after mid-day.-on his 
bicycle, which has ‘igured. so prominently 
during the investigations.” Griffin arrived 
at Stradbally Post Office after finishing 
his delivery about four o'clock in th» 
afternoon. Here, it appears, he remained 
until it was time for his return. He left 
the Post Office at seven o'clock, but called 
back again ten minutes afterwards for hs 
cape, which he had left behind. He then 
left for home at Kilmacthowas. . On his 
way, however, he was accustomed to call at 
the Convent of Mercy, Stradbally, a sliort 
distance from the post-office, where he 
collected the mails from the bag attached 
to a fixture outside the Convent gate. It 
has been ascertained that the mails were 
hung out for collection on Christmas Day. 
These mails usually were called for some 
ten or twenty minutes after 7 p.m. 

UNCOLLECTED MAILS. 

They were uncollected that day. and the 
bag and contents were taken back into the 
Convent shortly after 10 o'clock the same 
night. There is no suggestion that Griffin 
was in any other condition but one of 
normality, and perfectly able to look aftar 
himself, 

‘*T have come to the conclusion,’’ said 
his nephew, “ that he never left Strad 
bally that night, nor did he take tlie 
bicycle out of it. If my uncle had ‘leit 
the village that nizht. and had got as far 
as where the bicycle was found—two miles 
from the village—he must inevitably have 
got home safely. The bicycle was found,” 
he added. ‘‘ on what I regard as the safest 
part of this beg road. I have pursued 
another reason for that opinion. Two 
hundred yards from where the bicycle was 
found is situate the cottage known as the 
‘ Half-Way House,” occupied by Mrs. 
Walsh. At this house farmers from the 
district were. accustomed to leave letters 
for collection, and at this house my uncle 
called every day on his outward and re- 
turn journey. He did not call here on 
Christmas Night. In other words, he 
never got as far ax the cottage” 

As regards the bicycle itself he said that, 
if his uncle had met with an accident. 
it must have been seen by passers-by on 
Christmas night. A young man is known 
to have passed along this road from a 
dance in Bonmahon about four a.m. If 
the bicycle were on the road at that time 
he must have seen it, but he declares
